| Active or suspicious cases of tuber. 
culosis were diagnosed in five of the 
patients who attended the free chest 
clinic conducted in Grayling on Aug. 
138 and 14 by the Michigan Tuber- 
‘eulosisy Association. ; 
One of the patients was found to 
have an active case of tuberculbvsis. 
Four weie diagnosed suspicious, the 
clinie doctor advising them to return 
to the next clinic for a second ex- 
amination. ‘ 

The clinic was financed by the an- 
nual sale of Christmas seals in which 


the residents of . Crawford county 
participated. 
Dr. C. W. Toan, the examining 


physician, expressed himself as well 
satisfied with the findings of the 
clinic. 


“The cooperation we received from, 


local agencies, particularly in send- 
ing in contact cases, was very grati- 
fying,” he said. “We find in all our 
clinics that people are realizing more 
and more that the only safe thing 
to do, if they have been exposed 
to tuberculosis, is to have a_ frequent 
checkup made on their condition.” 
Those patients having cases o 
tuberculosis were advised aither to 
enter a sanatorium or to take treat- 
ment at home, depending on the seri- 
ousness of their condition. Patients 
in both groups were referred to their 
family physicians for further advice 
and treatment.

Editor Vernon Brown, of the News, 


Mason, who is a candidate for the] 


legislature, received a questionaire 
from the Anti-Saloon league to which 
he replied as follows:

YOUR HEALTH ON YOUR TRIP 


By Erwin Greer 

(President Greer School of Electric- 
al & Automotive Trades, Chicago It.) 
One of the greatest truths in the 
world is conceded by all. to be that 
when big hearted outdoor-loving men 
and women go. to the mountains, the 
lakes, the desert or the woods they 
are going into God’s own country 
where kindly Nature will smile upon 
and protect them, and if they do not 
fare well it is probably on aceount 
of a too prolonged stay in the. stuffy 
steamheated office, or of shattered 
nerves and lowered vitality, the re- 
sult of dodging traffic and crabbing 
about ‘it. 

By the way of ‘things to javoid, 
let your natural instinct guide you. 
It will tell you not to do rash things, 
the foremost of which is picking and 
eating unknown fruits and vegetables 
along the highways.. Another great 
factor that has always meant every- 
thing in the success-of a trip of this 
kind is to remember only one date— 
the one of your arri¥al home. Don’t 
have any appointments and don’t 
make any. Follow only your inclina- 
tions—eat, sleep, ‘fish, hunt, /travel 
and loaf until you have had enough 
of each—then start all over again 
if you feel like it. 

By ‘way of honest-to-goodness in- 
formation I am going to tell you the 
names of ‘eight articles ithat have 
always made up the medical kit on 
all the trips I have made by motor, 
train or foot power on any kird of 
a trail and at any season: One-half 
ounce tincture of iodine; one ounce 
earbolic acid; three gauze bandages 
3 in. by 10 yds.; one pair of scissors; 
one tissue forceps or tweezers; three 
ounces of Rochelle salts; one bottle 
vaseline. 

Any kind of wound, whether 
caused by fish hook, gun powder or 
a slide down an enbankment can be 
cleaned of large particles ‘of foreign 
material with the forceps.. Bathe it 
well with a mixture of one teaspoon- 
ful of carbolie acid to a pint-of water 
(preferably warm). Then drop just 


enough iodine on it to cover. Apply 
baridages and fix with adhesive 
plaster. As a general precaution, 


take a tablespoon of Rochelle salts 
(in water) to stimulate elimination 
in case an infection develops, Burns
